Phrenſite, Deliriums, 8&c. where Nature, 
by her continued Duel and. Combar, 
hath ſo infeebled, both her Self, and Re- 
fidence, that no other remedy almoſt will 
ive her that preſent ſuccour, relief, and 
alſiſtance, that her deplorable Condition 
of neceſſity calls ,for, and requires. I 
ſhall ſay no more of it than this, thar it is 
a truly noble Specifick Anodyne, ſafely 

_ altiſtant, and friendly unto ſpent Nature, - 
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and her wearied and languiſhing Archews; 
being ſuch a one as. may, without the leaſt 
doubt or fear, be made uſe of in-any Con-

that lies upon him ; and whercas.the An- 
tient Phyſicians were had 1n great eſteem 
and reſpec for the worthineſs of, their 
Calling, it..is now altogether contrary, 
and this through the great Folly of (even) 
Phyſicians themſelves, each one ſceking 
to Ingratiate; himſelf, and this by Infinn- 
ation, by mean and pleaſing Conceſſions, 
in plain Engliſh a ſervile Sycophancy, 
- though not arall profitable to their: Pari- 
© £245, rather than really ro perform thar 
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Duty thar a true Phyſician ought ro dif. - 
charge, ſecking more to pleaſe the Fancy 
than Cure the Diſeaſes of their Patients, 
thereby Curing in a ſhort time, inſtead of 
their Patients, their own ſickly, and al- 


moſt expiring Purſes ; and he that doth _ 


otherways is not. now eſteemed, ſuch is 
the Folly (and ſo much doth Cuſtom 
prevail with the generality ) of people ; 

And if any Phyſician be ſo honelt, and 
careful, as induſtrioufly ro ſeek for, and 
prepare, good Medicines, he is preſently 
as it were excluded out of the number of 
the puratirious Doctors,more honoured for 
their Name, and ſome formal outward 
Accoutrements, than any thing in them, 
that may in the lealt render them worthy 
that Honourable Name they aflume, and 
uſurp, or is otherways without their De- 
ſert put upon. them ; many other are the 
reaſons of that great Dil-refpe, and 
Cloud, that this moſt worthy Srofellion 
doth now lye under; but doubtleſs, there 
are many, both induſtrious, and ingenious 
Perſons now .of it, which are (and will

I may with confidence affirm , thar they 
will then be) the true Aurum & Argen- 
tum Medicum of Philoſophers , and Phye 
ſicians , | or the true Potatile , or uni- 
verſal Medicine ſought by many, but found 
by few. jb.
